Our Financial Transactions 
At the time Annie M, Rhodes and myself were married, my wifes 
father presented us with $200. My father gave me a horse when I enter­ 
ed the ministry and a rock-away buggy when I took a wife. 
We both 
received from our homes an amount of household goods sufficient to meet 
our immediate wants. This constituted our whole capital when we went 
to housekeeping 
One hundred dollars of this amount was placed in the 
hands of a mutual friend. Daniel Sniveiy. and the other was used to 
purchase some furniture and other things necessary for our comfort. 
Our receipts on salary the first year was $255. From this we saved $50 
to add to our Investment- Having received a better support the second 
year we added $150 to our investment. 
Tile next year out of $375 we 
saved $75 and the year following considerably mort* 
The money invest­ 
ed was drawing IO par ce ut mterest and it so happened that at the break­ 
ing out of the civil war our accumulation had reached Ihe sum of *720. 
This being invested in a western bauk, endangered by the state of public 
affairs, Mr. Sniveiy sent to me the whole amount, during our first year 
at Lock Haven, Pa. It was a time of great uncertainty in busine** m at­ 
ters and after deliberating we concluded to buy a lot rn “Prices’ addi­ 
tion” of Lock Haven and build a house. 
Builds Home in Lock Haven 
This was our first venture in real estate. 
Ti*: lot cost us $400. The 
contract with the carpenter $1,200. 
It was a ii aine building on Main 
Street, two stories with veranda rn front and one story back. 
About $75 
were added as extras. The wliole cost about $1,675. 'Tills house, tivough 
not quite finished, we lived in the next year, the church paying me $120 
rent. 
I rented it for $150 per annum on our removal. 
With wiiat we 
were able to save at Curwensville, added to the rent from two years, I 
had sufficient in the spring of 1865 to pay all the indebtedness on the 
property. 
That spring we went to Baltimore and during the summer 
sold tile house and lot few $2,400 
By this time ti a* great inflation of j 
values that followed the war enabled us to accumulate more rapidly. At ! 
Exeter my salary was $1,500 a year and though prices were high we were 
enabled to add largely to our capital 
All our resources were then invest­ 
ed in government bonds 
At the end of our term at Exeter we were In 
possession of nearly $5,000. 
One incident occurred at this time tiiat had an influence on all our 
subsequent financial operations. 
I was persuaded to invest $500 in gold j 
and silver mining stock 
Before three months I discovered, as did many 
other preachers, that we had been the victims of speculation, and lost I 
all the money. 
This experience was only profitable in the way of a 
warning not to invest in anything over whieh I had no control. I have 
preserved Ute certificate of stock as a memento of this floolish venture 
and have left it to my children to guard them against similar blunders. 
After this for some years we kept all our money in government bonds. I 
These we carried with us from place to place and added to the am ount! 
as our savings permitted.

"GEESE IN THE FORUM." by lawrence Edward 
VVatkin; (Knopf: $2,501. 
■ AWRENCE EDWARD WATKIN, whose tongue is 
•-* 
very handy at popping In and out of his cheek. 
must have chuckled when he called his new* book a 
novel. This impish, and at times even scathing, book 
is called ‘Geese In the Forum," and it is a lampoon, 
not a novel, even though it contains the framework of 
the latter 
And Mr. Watkin, who is a teacher of dra­ 
matics and English at Washington and Lee, is lam­ 
pooning tile middle-sized colleges of the south. 
Ostensibly the book is the story of a youngster 
named Johnny Burgess whose roommate at Harvard 
has a wealthy father and a cold and lovely sister. 
Johnny marries Sister on the rebound for Anne, who 
thought sin wanted Johnny to be a preacher like 
his father, but who married a loose-moraled novelist 
herself. Also on the rebound. Then Johnny goes to 
Beauregard to teach history — Johnny's father-in-law 
is a trustee of Beauregard, and shortly after Johnny 
lands there his Uncle Jack becomes one 
Uncle Jack 
is one of those homely as ail old shoe men. the de­ 
lightful type of yarning Southerner who gives the 
impression of being too lazy to breathe, and actually 
makes money hand over fist. 
Several strands are mingled from here to the end 
One is the effort of Johnny's wife to remake him in 
her image 
Another is the effort of father-in-law and 
Uncle Jack to make Johnny the president of Beaure­ 
gard. Still another is the process by which Johnny 
sees the futility of these efforts, the beauty of being 
a good teacher, and the necessity for preserving his 
integrity by defending education against educational 
rackets. 
Late in the proceedings Mr. Watkin twists 
things violently and gives his hero the right girl 
So much to get the skeleton out of the closet and 
buried. Tile worthy part of "Geese in the Forum” is 
the take-off on the booming Dr Burkholder, president 
of Beauregard; the delightful twinings ol University 
politics; file persistent misunderstandings of Johnny's 
Yankee wife; the whorls of gossip which twist through 
the book; Uncle Jack as a gentle caricature of cer­ 
tain Southern characteristics — these and many other 
things. There arc many chuckles and a lot of belly 
laughs in Mr. W atkins book, which Ls as different 
from "Or, Bol rowed Time." its predecessor, as it 
could be.
